Lakes, with broad lawni' sloping 
down to the water. The 'Z7-acre 
estate is hcavilyr wooded and .pro- 
vides splendid facilities for- hikes 
and nature study. ' ^ ■ 

Both courses arc tmdcr the direct 
supervision of Director Livingston 
E. Osborne of the Conservation De- 
partment and Claude R. Gracff, su- 
pervisor of the Division of Educa- 
tion. Students will be chaperoned 
by Mrs. Mae Laughery, of Canton, 
III., the department's dean of wo- 
men. 

Each year high school students to 
attend the Conservation School are 
chosen from each of the state's 102 
counties on the basis of scholarship 
and the writing of an essay of 200 
words or less on "What is Conscrva-" 
tion in Illinois?" Upon completion 
of their courses they return to. their 
homes, act as conservation instruc- 
tors in their communities and help 
in the organization of Junior Con- 
servation Clubs in their counties. 

Through their work great strides 
have been made in conservation of 
wildlife and natural resources 
throughout the state. 

All expenses of th*e students, from 
the time they leave their homes un- 
til their return, are borne by the 
Department of Conservation.
